" Le Monde'" Says tlic School pucstion Cnn 
Only Be Settled by Federal 
Remedial Law. 

MiwTRKAL, Feb. 12. — Li> Monde save : 
" Tlie Manitoba school question can be 

t^ottled only by a federal remedial law. 
To tliitt law tbe CatliolicH are entitletl 
antl tlu'y will liavc it at any cost, or the 
eonfcderatinn will go up. If the consti- 
tution alVoriie us no protection against 
nuniberH it is a dead letter. If it can 
be violated witli impunity to oppress ub, 
we will violate it in turn to Ret rid of u 
union which is contrary to nature- and in 
whieli all the ailviintiif^ea are on tlie 
side of our eneniiea. Since the con- 
quest wo have been the best and often 
the only deienders of iirittsli eoveroitcnty 
in Canada. If Her Majcsty'u povern- 
moiit cannot or will not protect us now 
against the moat odioua oppression, if it 
cannot or will not enforce respect for the 
constitution and for theiiuhtB which it 
gave iia, if we find at last that our un- 
awervins! loyalty to the British crown ia 
to bo icwarded by injustice and peree- 
cntion, it is time for us to admit that we 
linve been niietaken, that w'C have 
ehoaen the wrong road, and wo iniist ap- 
ply our energy in another direction."

LoNDO.v, Fob. i;!.— A dispatch to the 
Tiiiiea from Canea announces that four 
of the boats belonging to the torpedo 
flotilla and transport commanded by 
Prince George of Greece have arrived in 
the harbor of Canea. It is also reported 
that the Italian oflicer attaehed to the 
new gendarmerie, who went to Kisatno 
to investigate the alleged atrocities there 
has returned to Canea. He fully con- 
firms tbe diBpatches of several days ago, 
in which it was announced that the Mo- 
hammedan inhabitants had been be- 
sietied in their lioniea at Kisatno. i'^iring 
in the streets finally followed and L'!) 
persona were said to have been killed, 
riie bodies remained unburied for sev- 
eral days. This Italian oflieer says in 
liis report: 

"The firing by the Christians in the 
streets caused a stampede of the Mo- 
hammedan people. The Moslem natives 
of the town made little defence. Only a 
few of the Ohriatiana were wounded. I 
did not Bee any corpses. Many of the 
bodies had been removed before 1 reached 
Kieamo, but the list of victims has been 
recorded and the evidence as to the 
number of killed and wounded has not 
been exaggerated," 

iVccording to reports received at Canea, 
a Turkish warship arrived at Kisamo on 
Wednesday and was^ immediately lired 
upon by the Christians. The Mo- 
hammedan population ia now shut up 
in the Xisaiiio fortress where six 
Ohriatians have also taken refuge. Re- 
ports from every (juarter in Crete indi- 
cate increasing gravity in the situation. 
The Mohammedans of Sitia have ap- 
jarently been hard pressed by the 
Christians surrounding the town. They 
sent an urgent request to the governor 
at )|[eraklion asking him to send troops 
immediately. Tbe governor ordered 500 
Baslil' Bazouka and a detachment of 
regulars to embark, but he rescinded the 
order owing to the opposition of the vice- 
consuls representing the powers. 

The Moiiammednn population at .So- 
ino has been besieged for several days, 
t is stated that twenty persons, includ- 
iig a girl, have been killed and a num- 
ber of girls kidnapped. The troops be- 
sieged in the block house at Alikianu 
have been liberated, according torejwrts 
received at Canea. It is also announced 
that Christians fired upon the arsenal at 
Suda on Thursday last, but retired when 
the troops replied with artillery. 

The consuls at Retimo report that de- 
spite the setting at liberty of the Mo- 
hammedans in tbe surrounding villages, 
the MpslemB at Retimo continue to pil- 
lage the shops of the Ghristiana and 
threaten to burn their houses. Several 
of the buildings owned by the Christiana 
have already been blown up by the use 
of dynamite. In the sections surrouiul- 
ing Retimo the Cliristians are redueeil 
to desp.iir. ' The British vit:e.eon6iil at 
lleraklitJii haa been ordereti to send all 
the subjects of Great Britain on board 
tfie men of war nnlesa the Mohamnie- 
dana actively resist the movement. The 
situation at Iferaklion is untdiunged. 

A despatch to the Times from Canea 
says that two companies of troops, 
whieh were sent for tlie purpose of rein- 
stating the refugees at Bukolos, have 
been besieged by the Christians during 
tbe last ten ihiys and all means of coni- 
Miu'ii('!>tioii cut off. Should they sur- 
render and be massacred, it is feareil 
that tbe army would break loose from 
all restraint. Over 200 refugees are re- 
ported as being abut np in the Chryso- 
phege monastery near Suda. Their only 
liope of liberation lies in intervention by 
the consuls, but nothing has been done 
as yet. 

\ tlespatch to tlie Times from Athens 
says that in spito of the obstinate odi- 
ehils, it is known that somelhing is hap- 
pening on the Turkish frontier neees.'^i- 
tating tlie movement of troops in that 
direction. The Turkish authorities are 
nvare of tbe ditliculty, and are making 
serious military precautions against 
(i recce, owing to the critical state of 
feeling. 

A Constantinople dispatch says : It 
was ofiicially announced last evening 
that a council of ministers was held dar- 
ing the day for the purpose of comiqt'.cb 
a decision regarding the attitude of 
Greece. The war party just now ia very 
influential, but it is expecteil that a 
pacific settlement will yet be attained. 
At present there is no indication that 
the Turkish government has decitled to 
send reinforcements to the Island of 
Crete. 

The insuvgenta of Crete in eonaort 
with the foreign consuls have declareil 
tialeiia to be nt'utral territory, wliich 
must not be infringed without twenty- 
four hours' notice. The commanders 
of the foreign warshi pa have obtained 
the promise of the Greek admiral that 
he will ^ive 48 hours notice of any at- 
tack which he may determine to make 
upon Canea.

Bebel Declares That Few Socialists 
Would Be Missingr if Called 
to Arms. 



More Dismissals. 

WiNNii'BG, Feb. 13. — All the members 
of the local imigration ball staff received 
notices of disnaiBsal from Ottawa to-day.

Death of a Noted Artist. 
LONDONj^ Feb. .lolin C. Trahar, a 
native of .Lorulon for many years and a 
aucceasfal artist, died yesterday, 

Nomina'tiona for St. Boniface. 
Winnipeg, Feb. 12.— The nominations 
for St. Boniface, where the election 
takes place on Saturday, are J. G. Lau- 
zon, the Oonservative nominee, who ia 
supported by the Archbiehop and S. A. 
Bertrandi Liberal., 



Bkiiijn, Feb. 12. — The reichstag to-day 
diecuBsed the army estimates, and Herr 
Vollmar, the aocialist leader, took occa- 
sion to criticise militarism in Germany. 

In so doing lie advocated the better feed- 
ing and housing of soldiers, and said the 
social democracy had no need of barrack 
room agitations, but in view of the pos- 
sibility of war they should beware of 
treating socialist soldiers in a different 
manner to others. 

The minister for War, General Yon 
Goaaler, in replying declared that the 
army promoted the peaceful develop- 
ment of the country. Jle added that 
socialist democratic propaganda in the 
army would bo punished and suppressed 
with' the utmost rigor and concluded 
with remarking : " We say w6 are with 
God, for the King and Fatherland, we 
will provida .the;. rieligioU8,::&ia<iation of 
your children. The social democrats say 
they are without God and against the 
King and Fatherland. The social demo- 
cracy however, has outlived itself a long 
time now." (Laughter from the social- 
ists and applause from tbe Rightists.) 

Herr Bebel declared that the socialists 
were now doing duty as soldiers, and 
that if ever the call " to arms " came 
not many of them would fail to respond 
Referring to the ill-treatment of the 
socialists Herr Bebel complained that 
the men would only seek redress in the 
civil courts after they left the army lor 
acts of brutality. The rescript of the 
Emperor William regariiing the subject 
of duelling conflicted with the law as ex 
ceptions were permitted. "Gen. Von 
Gossler, minister for war, might say 
what he liked," continued Herr Bebel. 
" but humanity was advancing, and 
monarchy was certainly not the highest 
point of development." 

The Socialists cheered Herr Bebel's 
remarks, which made quite a atir in the 
section of the right. Gen. von Goasier 
replied that tbe Socialists were revolu- 
tionists, that Herr Bebel's conduct at 
Hamburg in calling a captain an " ass' 
imly exi;itcii contempt. In dealing with 
Herr liebcra other remarks he eaiti that 
Htalistics showeii that the di'iitliH from 
sickness in tlie arn>y due to manneuvrus 
during the hot weather were steadily de- 
creasing. iSuicides and cases of ill- 
treatment were also on the decrease. 
If cases of ill-trentment and duels 
still occurred they muat be regarded as 
being tli-c to human nature. Concerning 
the mailer of recruits tbe Minister for 
War thought that "Honor and all are 
best safeguarded in the hands of a 
supreme war loid." J^oud and long con- 
tinued Conservative applause followed 
this statement made bv the Minister for 
War. 

Herr Werner nest spoke against the 
adoption of a system of early pensioning 
officers. The reichstag then adjourned.

while the walls are good the interior of 

the building will liavo to bo renewed al- 
most entiiel}'. The lieams will nave to 
come out, the floors be relaid and, almost 
every room re-plastered. Moreover, the 
building will have to be made thoroughly 
fire proof. Hon. Mr. Tarte will summon 
some of the leading architects to Ottawa 
to advise him as to the best manner to 
reconstruct the building. 

A meeting of the cabinet council was 
held this morning, when the subject of 
immediate consideration was the loss by 
the fire. It was decided to place a tem- 
porary flat roof upon the damaged block 
at as early a date as possible, the build- 
ing to bereconatructed in the most mod- 
ern fashion. In the meantime a tem- 
porary office will be opened in the Slater 
Sherwood block and in the Nagle build- 
ing on Wellington street. 

The fire will not affect parliamentary 
work during " the approaching session. 
The clerks are at present busily engaged 
in the House of Commons assorting the 
papers which were conveyed there yes- 
terday. Mr. Tarte thinks the origin of 
the fire was the careloaane.sa of an em- 
ploye who had been smoking, and he 
has issued strict orders that ttiere be no 
smoking in future. 

The fire broke out again at six p.m. 
to-day in the office of Mr. Coste, Chief 
Engineer of Public Works, but was 
quickly squenohed. The fire brigade 
with a steamer have been on duty all 
night. 

"The city of Montreal sent up a de- 
tachment of fifteen men who arrived 
here at six o'clock this morning. They 
did splendid work all day relieving the 
over-taxed Ottawa men, who were fifteen 
hours steadily on duty in a zero tem- 
perature and were covered with ice. 

It is understood the government will 
enter into the question of better protec- 
tion to all departmental buildings as 
well as the parliament buildings. The 
centre and eastern block are said to be 
as great fire traps as the one destroyed 
yesterday. The Dominion archives 
branch, in the basement of the burned 
building, sull'ers from water like tbe 
other departments. 

Hon. B. W. Scott tells me the govern- 
ment will propose the erection of a 
special records building to Iiold all plans, 
documents and record over three years 
old and on wliicli final action has been 
taken. 

The department of Public AVorks is 
coming in for much adverse criticism 
on account of the condition in which the- 
hydrants on the parliament grounds 
were found. The care of the hvdranls 
devolves upon the department, 'and as 
the men who had charge of them under 
the hrte government had all been re- 
placed by new men since the Liberals 
took office these new employes have 
either not been instructed about the 
care of hydrants or else they did this 
work in a very perfunctory manner. 
The government hose attached to the 
hydrants in the burned building was 
found to be perfectly rotten, the valves 
being so rusted they could not be turned. 
As soon as the fire was discovered a 
length of hose was run towards the 
scene of the conflagration, but when the 
water was turned on it ran out of the 
hose as from a sieve and could not be 
got within many feet of the Are. 

It is admitted that tfio Ottawa brigade 
i_s not properly equipiied. The fire and 
liirht committee meeta to-morrow to pre- 
pare a money by-law to jirocure two new 
steamers, two chemical engines, two new 
ladtlers, a water tower and hose, and 
will erect two new atations. In 1S95 the 
vote of the citizens rejected a by-law for 
a similar purjjose, but now they have 
had a rude awakening to a sense of their 
insecurity.

SPANIAEDS AND IKSDEGENTS. 

Unsuccessful Attempt to Capture a Govern- 
ment Vessel. 



H.wANA, Feb. 12. — The commander of 
the gunboat Cuba Espanola having re- 
ceived information that ttie insurgents 
had attempteil to capture the steamer 
Fausto, which was in dock at Meda Lu- 
na, near Manzanilla, province of Santi- 
ago do Cuba, hastened there and found 
the Spanish troops and the enemy en- 
gaged there. The gunboat opened fire 
upon the insurgents and dispersed them 
with loss. The gunboat continued along 
the coast, but returned upon hearing 
further firing at Meda Luna, where the 
enemy had reappeared in force and 
opened fire on the war vessel. The gun- 
boat again turned her guns on the in- 
surgents and onco more diapersed them. 
As a matter of precaution the Spaniards 
also took poBsesaionof the eteamer Faus- 
to. The Spanish gunboat Yuiiiuri has 
also been engaged with an insurgent 
force at Punta Piloto, repulsing the 
enemy.

Trouble Amoagr the 
Powers. 



Christians Must Be Protected From 
'I'heir Oppressors— Angry At- 
tack on Eng'land. 



London, Feb. 12.— The uprising in 
Crete Is attracting no little attention. 
Since the massacre of Scio none of the 
Greek/islands has given the Turkish 
government so much tronble aa Crete. 
After many insurrections, Crete got a 
constitution in ISSG, but this did not 
Btop the insurrection, because the Turk- 
ish eubjeuts were constantly violating it, 
the Turkish officers failing to enforce it. 
The Christians have been continually 
longini; for annexation to Greece, and 
innde a frantic application for this to the 
powers lit the Berlin conference in 1877. 
Jiut I'renaiur Disrueli of England was not 
disposed to weaken Turkey at that lime 
and did not conaider the subject seri- 
ously. So the mutual bickering between 
the Turkish authorities and the Ohris- 
tiuns has continued, varied by occasional 
little wars and massacres. 

It was supposed some months ago that 
the Turks would enforce the constitu- 
tion, but they have not; hence the pres- 
ent uprising which may endanger the 
contiirt of the powers. Greece continues 
to send warships to the island and the 
powers have landed armies there and 
are sendiiig more warships into Mediter- 
ninean waters. The resident representa- 
tives of the great powers regard the 
situation as much more serious than 
lir^t believed, because of the possible re- 
volts of the young Turkey party, which 
Ib composed of the best elements of the 
IMuBSulman population. Thuy are op- 
posed to the present absolutist monarchy. 

The Times this morning says a Vienna 
nesveuiiner contains an interview with 
Minister Delyannis, the Grecian repre- 
sentative at Paris, to the ell'ect than un- 
less the powers compel the Sultan to ex- 
ecute reforms in Crete, aQ'airs may take 
a turn endangering the peace of Europe. 
The Greek government, according to 
minister Delyannis, has done, and will 
do nothing to complicate affairs, but he 
claims the present situation seriously 
embarrasses it. During the course of his 
interview Minister Delyannis asserted 
lliat tha comedy of so-called conferences 
of the ambassadors at Constantinople 
nmst be discontinued and that the Euro- 
pean powerj must decide to rescue the 
Cnristians from their intolerable posi- 
tions. 

AcL;or(ling to the .Ithons oorrepondent 
of t[ie Chronicle thousands witnessed 
the departure of the Greek flotilla. 
Tliere was a continuous waving of hand- 
kerchiefs and loud cries of " f^ong live 
the union of Greece and Crete." The 
King accompanied the Prince in a car- 
riage to the point of debarkation. They 
were scarcely able to get through the 
crowd owing to llie presence of thous- 
ands of persons on the streets. Prince 
George, the second son of the King of 
Greece, who had sailed for Crete in com- 
mand of the torpedo flotilla, is 27 years 
of age. TtieGreeKs have little respect 
for royalty as such, but love and revere 
their generous-hearted Qaeea and have 
ad'ipied all her children. 

A iliapaich to the Times from Athens 
Bi.vs ttiat tlui ptiuement in the house of 
co'iiiiiiona by Mr. George N. Curzon, par- 
liamentary secretary for the foreign of- 
lice, to tlio effect that order has been 
re.-ilored in Crete, caused a painful sur- 
prise in Greece. " As a specimen of the 
order that 1)119 l)een restored," says the 
Athens correspondent of tlie Times, 
"Prince George Berovitch, governor- 
general of Crete, is still protected at the 
Greek consulate by armed Christians, 
Mouteoegro gendarmes and a force of 
Greek marines from the Greek ironclad 
Hydra." 

The Berlin correspondent of the Daily 
Ntiws says that an Athens telegram has 

been received announcing that 700 refu- 
gees are now in a miserable condition 
on the island of Milos as the result of 
the exodus from Crete. So great is the 
demand for tran3j)ortation that transport 
Hteaniers have l)t'en unable to provide 
aullicient accommodations. 

According to the Daily Xews the news- 
paj)i:r ne<;ti accuses Muasnlmans of 
throwing bombs into the Christian quar- 
ter, and the Turkish soldiers of beliead- 
ini; women and children. 

It appears from correspondents in 
Crete that little preparation lias been 
made for a revolt in tlie .northwestern 
part of the island, where it was found so 
difficalt to resist the Turks last spring, 
for there the troops can be readily i)ro- 
visioned and reinforced from Turkish 
men-of-war in Aegean and Cretan seas. 
Throiigii the Levka Ori range, which 
riuia in tlie cent re and south of Crete, 
separating the bay ot Siida from the port 
of Spliakia, tortilicationa have been es- 
taijliahed without any opposition on the 
part of the Turkish Boldicrs, who are 
Jivin;,' in a lialf-duzou towns in tlio 
vicinity of Galatea, witli the main body, 
coiisiating o( about :!,000 infantry, billet- 
ed upon the inhabitants of Crete. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says 
the Greek patriarch, Antyraos VII., has 
resigned, protesting against the illegality 
of a synod in session. Mgr. Constantin, 
the Metropolitan of Kphesua, ha.s been 
proclaimed patriarch locum tenens. 

According to a consular roport the 
situation in Oanea is most critical in 
spite of every effort. A pacific solution 
is quite impossible. 

A dispatch to the Telegraph from Ber- 
lin says the National Zeitung has made 
an angry attack on England, which coun- 
try tliat journal accuses of being desirous 
of' forwarding its own policy by allowing 
fri-e action to the Kussian-l'rench desire 
for the formation of a Greek empire. 
Great Britain thus hopes to gain her end 
through the outbreak over the Cretan 
question. 

Athens, J?el). 12.— The warlike excite- 
:nent oontinue8,-incrcasin.; with the de- 
■ pitV^ure of the troops for the frontier and 
tiie eijuipping of additional war vessels 
/or Wvieo in Cretan waters. Xobody 
Heems to doubt that a clash of arms will 
occur between .Greece and Turkey un- 
iesH the powers intervene, but here it is 
lielieved that Greece will bo given a.free 
liaiid in Crete, and if she succeeds in un- 
iie::iiig the i.<laiid, her rit'ht to do bo will 



not be questioned by the rest of Europe. 
The report that Great Britain will, if 
necessarv, take the initiative in tbe pre- 
venting Greek war vessels from actively 
interfering in Crete is not believed here. 
It is thought that any action which may 
be taken will be by Great Britain, 
France and Russia in combination. 

P.uus, Feb. 12.— Le Temps prints a 
telegram from Athens giving evidence 
received here, teniling to show that the 
Saltan sent liis aide de camp to Crete 
with instructions for the Turkish troops 
to act in concert with the Mussulmans 
for the purpose of provoking a massacre 
before reforms could be undertaken. 
This is given in explanation of the re- 
cent disorders and, it is said, this in- 
censed Greece to retaliate by sending 
Prince George to Crete to command the 
torpedo flotilla.

THE DEBATE ON THE ADDRESS. 



Tlie government is to be congratulated 
upon ttie debate upon tbc addrese. 
Moat of the opposition members com- 
plained that there was nothing in the 
speucli to reply to, and made this their 
t'xciiae lor not attacking the general 
policy of tlio jrovernment. But this is a 
proti xt (Jnly, not an excuse. Tlie tie- 
bate on the address is the opposition's 
opportunity. Parliamentary practice 
gives them free scope to deal with every 
subject that has come or ought to coiiio 
witiiiu tlie purview of the administra- 
tiou. Tliey luive the right to criticize 
tlie government for everything it has 
floiie and to attack it for what it has not 
doae. The whole past, present and 
f iture of the government's policy and 
performance may be reviewed. The 
government of this province does what 
the government of no other province 
does, ^t places the public accounts in 
the liaiuls of niein hers before the passage 
of the address, and gives them plenty of 
time to examine them before th^ ad- 
dress is moved. Inmost other legisla- 
tures the practice is to withhold every- 
thing until the address has been passed, 
"^'et witli the records of previous sessions 
at their ciisposal, with their intimate 
kiiovvleilijre of what has been done 
throughout the province during the ])a6t 
year, and with the public accounts in 



exaggerating when -we nee this language, 
for it is literally correct. That such an 
abominable and unchristian doctrine 
should bo advocated is the direct result 
of the incendiary manner iu which his- 
tory is taught in the schools. ThYjee 
who have not been brought veiy closely 
in touch with the matter can have 
no idea how this spurious mil- 
itarism prevails among the younger 
generation of Amerieans. Taught to be- 
lieve that their armies have been invin- 
cible on land and their fleets uncon- 
querable at sea, thdf look intk consider- 
erable longing for the time to come when 
new laurels can be added to what they 
have been led to believe is a garland of 
glory which the world regards with 
reverence. Tell these youths that neither 
iu the war of the Jtevolution nor in lluit 
of 1812 was there a first class military or 
naval operation and they regard you as 
either falsifying history or being lament- 
ably ignorant of its greatest facts. 

The newspapers pander to this false 
pntriotisui. If a war vessel is launclied, 
no matter what her actual character may 
be, she is at once described as a new 
terror of the seas, as the most powerful 
vessel afloat, and as able to sink any- 
thing that carries a foreign flag. " It 
has been proved," said a leading Ameri- 
can paper during tlie Venezuelan flurry, 
" that man for man American sailors 
are twice as good as any cithers in the 
world." Of course tlie man who wrote 
that did not believe it; he was simply 
playing upon the absurd notions which 
the school histories have inculcated into 
the minds of the younger element of the 
population. 

The older heaila in the country are not 
deceived by such nonsense. The senate 
committee nn coast defence last year 
examined a number ol witnesses. 
Among them was Admiral Walker. He 
was asked what sort of defence the 
American navy could make against the 
whole navy of Great Britain. His an- 
swer was that if (Ircat Britain should 
send against the L'nited States such 
vessels as she could spare without 
weakening herself on her regultir sta- 
tions, she could captnre every city on 
the coast. General Miles was asked if 
it was not true that a miUiomnen woukl 
spring to arms iu the event of war. He 
said he did not doubt it, but there were 
no guns wherewith to arm them, no 
ammunition whorewitii to supply them, 
no uniforms with whicli to clothe them, 
no provisions wherewith to feed them , 
no plans for transportation whereby 
to move them. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
teaching of history in the United States 
has proceeded on wrong lines. The peo- 
ple of that country are in some respects 
the greatest in the world ; but they have 
yet to prove their greatness in arms. 
The triumphs of that country have been 
among the greatest in history, but they 
are the triumphs of peace and not of 
war. Its conquests have been imperial, 
but they have been made with the ase, 
the shovel and the plough, and not with 
the sword or artillerj'.

Much feeling is expressed in the New 
N'ork Sua over the manner in whicli the 
history of tlie United .States is taught in 
the schools of the .Southern States. JOx- 
tracts from the school books certainly 
give color to the claim that the youth of 
the South is being educated to entertain 
a prejudice against the North and that 
till' lirea of sectionalism are being kept 
alive. In liiis tlie South is only follow- 
ing the example set in tlie North. There 
is nothing quite so absurd as a Northern 
American school history. It deals with 
the War of the Revolution and that of 
1812 as though there was nothing 
else in the history of mankind 
worthy of even casual mention. The 
school children across the border are 
taught that the military record of tlieir 
country is the admiration of human- 
ity, and that wherever the Stars 
and Stripes have been seen, on land or 
sea, there the Goddess of Victory has 
followed. T.he consequence of this is that 
there is growing up in that country an 
absurd braggartism, which would be 
laughable if there was not a dangerous 
side to it. The danger consists in the 
fact that some day an irresponsible set of 
legislators may plunge tbei nation into a 
war, or at least place it in such a posi- 
tion that it cannot retreat without dis- 
creditoradvance without disaster. During 
tlio liiHt twelvemonth the people of the 
United Slates have been seriously told 
by briiggarls in congress and the puhlii; 
press that the country needs a war. 
There is danger, they have been assured, 
■of the nation becoming enervated if 
there is ijot .i lot of bloodshed at the 
«ar]iest opportunity. We are not at all

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rPKOVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FOURTH DAY. 

Friday, Feb. 12, 1897. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

Mr, Boeersof Oariboo resumed the de- 
bate on the address ia reply to the 
Speech from the Throne and concluded 
his remarks in which fa© bore testimony 
to the great development of Oariboo as 
shown by the revenue returns beinf; 
larger last year by .$1,000 than during 
the old palmy days. 

Mr. John Bryden conj^ratulated the 
government on being in a position to 
meet the house with such a siitisfactory 
condition of affairs. The prosperity that 
had come to the country was duo to the 
liberal policy of the government in open- 
ing up communication, and he was glad 
that policy was to be continued. While 
pleased at the great development in 
mining he counselled that some 
means be taken to discourage wildcat 
schemes. This was, however, one of 
those things that was very hard to deal 
with. Tlie coal industry was touched on 
next, and be hoped it would improve 
with tliegeneralprosperityof tliecountry. 
in speaking of the timber industry Mr. 
' iiryuen deplored the fact that large areas 
of timber were yearly destroyed by for- 
est fires, and remarked that if some- 
thing could be done to lessen this evil it 
would be a good thing. He was glad of 
the establishment of creameries, and 
commended the government he^irtily for 
assisting agriculture. In this connec- 
tion he mentioned the fruit growers" as- 
sociation as a benetit to the country, for 
we could grow as good fruit in British 
Columbia as anywhere, and it was an in- 
dustry that should be encouraged. Hu 
was certainly in favor of opening up the 
country by' railways, but no charters 
should be granted unless the schemes 
had been carefully looked into first. The 
leference in the speech to the board of 
health met with his approbation, as the 
health of the community should be one 
of the most important cares of the ad- 
ministration, lie strongly favored aid- 
ing famine stricken India, and closed 
with some loyal remarks in regard to the 
reference to Her Majesty's jubilee. 

Hon. Col. Baker on this occasion felt 
very sorry for the opposition for having 
to attempt to criticise .something with 
which they really had been able to find 
no fault. From the leader of the oppo 
sitioii thev had heard that the oppo- 
sition i)reBS had been predicting the gov 
ernment's downfall. Well that was 
ii'ithing new, for the opposition press 
h,id been predicting the same tiling for 
the last ten years. Then Mr. Semlin 
had found fault with the government for 
not bringing down a redistribution bill 
this session, though, as was shown by 
the Premier, it was really in the true in- 
terest of the country to put oil' such a 
measure to the last opportunity owing 
to the rapid increase that was taking 
place in the population. He defended 
the government's action in regard to the 
steps they had taken to recover the 
arrears of ' the payments for l^nds, and 
he rallied Mr. Kennedy on his prophecy 
that the government would BufTer the 
fate of Eehoboam. Turning hia atten- 
tion to the member from Richmond (Mr 
Jvidd), Col. Baker thought Mr. Kidd was 
joking when he said that $1,500,000 had 
gone astray. Seeing, however, that it 
was intended seriously he had cast 
about to look for it. " And I have found 
it," paid the Provincial Secretary. " It 
was Hoating about in the imniagination 
of the member for Kichmond." Kefler- 
ring to Mr. Macphereon's attack on the 
Chief Commissioner the Provinchil Sec- 
retary said that the e.^planation Hon. 
Mr. 5lartin had given the house was a 
thoroughly satisfactory one. Turning 
to the mining interests Colonel Baker 
paid some attention to the complaint 
that the miners were more lightly taxed 
than the farmers. Perhaps they were, 
and there was a very good reason for 
this. Prospecting was, to a certain ex- 
tent, a lottery in which a man might 
draw a prize or a blank A man when 
he received his license had the right to 
search for a mine, and the speaker had 
known one instance in which a man 
had one vear found a mine which he 
had sold ' for $20,000, and the very 
next year had sold anotlier 
mine for .$40,000 but at the same time it 
must be remembered that there were 
hundreds of men who drew blanks in 
this lottery and |hereforo regard must 
be bad to miners as a whole when the 
tax was imposed. It was this reason, 
too, why it was decided not to tax a 
mine except on the net returns of its 
output. All this cry they heard in the 
opposition press of placing the taxation 
on the back of the miner was pure non- 
seoBe. As to the inspection of mines 
asked for by Dr. Walkem, Col. Baker 
pointed out that the principal mines 
had been inspected this year with a view 
to the safety of the miners. He believed 
from the experience of other countries 
that uniform regulations for coal and 
((uartz mines would not be advis- 
able but it would be better to 
make regulations to meet the re- 
(luireineiita of the various diatricts. 
Some legiBlation on thia matter would 
bo j)robably brought down thin session. 
As to water righta he pointed out that at 
present if a man did not use the water 
privileges he had secured they were 
taken from him. The government had 
taken action towards guarding the public 
interests and it was for the house, when 
the private bills came before them, to do 
what they deemed advisable to preserve 
thete rights. Dealing with the remarks 
of the opposition, he thought that no 
real charges had been brought against 
the govurnn:ent. The standing of the 
province linancially was a matter for 
congratulation, for not only had the 
revenue increased over $100,000, but the 
expenditure had decreased correspond- 
ingly. Then take British Columbia 
stock on the London market. It now 
stood at 101, and what hotter evidence 
could they liave than that of the h\0\ 
standing of the provinciiil credit? 
Alluding to the vast influx 
of miners, Uol. Baker, was pleased to be 
able to say that in the mining campa of 
British Columbia life and property were 
juat as safe as in the older cities, and 
this state of things was the admiration 
of people from the United Statea, Every 
credit was due to the Attorney-Generars 
department for the excellent preserva- 
tion of hw and order. The parliament 
buildin;^8 that were now nearing com- 
pletion Were the cheapest that hac^been 
built in any country of the world consid- 
ering the class of work, and the Chief 
Commissioner's department deserved to 
be lomplimented on the subject. Al- 
though tlie department of education was 
cnllpfl extravagant it in reaUty was not, 
for it muBfc be remembered that the 
whole of its expenditures came out of 
the current revenue. He ivould men- 



tion, too, that there were places spring- 
ing up like Eossland where ten years 
ago there was not a child and now there 
were _ 14.0 school children and school 
buildings to accommodate them. If 
the cost of the department was com- 
pared with that of similar departments 
in other provinces it would be found 
that the department here was carried on 
very economically. The establishment 
of a bureau of mines was next referred 
to by.Coii Baker, who spoke of the ex- 
cellent Jesuits already obtained. The 
bulletins issued by the provincial min- 
eralogist must have commanded the ad- 
miration of people generally for the 
accuracy and scientific ability displayed 
in thetij. They were prepared not to 
boom, but to give perfectly accurate in- 
formation. The province was most for- 
tunate in having Mr. Carlyle as mineral- 
ogist, and for the systematic and thor- 
ough manner in which he carried out 
his duty. It was the intention to have 
specimens of ore from the principal 
mines of the country collected with 
samples of the country rock, and with 
assays attached. Specimens from the 
leading minee of the world would also be 
secured, so' that they could bo 
placed on view for purposes of 
comparison by people engaged in 
mining. In closing Hon. Col. Baker 
said he thought that the colonization 
work done by the government was a 
little misunderatood by some. Individ- 
ual settlers along, the roast might find it 
difficult to secure transportation for 
their i>roduce to market, but where tliere 
was a settlement like that of Bella Coola, 
vessels found it worth their while to 
cidl. So far this had worked well at 
Bella Coola and with a little patience 
they would see a moat flourishing colony 
there and at other places on the coast I 



which wouUi give the merchants of the 
towns considerable business and would 
also open up the country. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts in replying to the 
leadtr of the opposition said lie thought 
tluit gentleman was aomewhat misled as 
to what Mr. Hunter had said about the 
roads. The mover of the address, who 
was a skilled engineer, had said he 
would like to see the roads more scienti- 
lically carried out. No doubt he would, 
and so would everyone if there were the 
money to build tliim but the roads of 
British Columbia could compare favor- 
ably with those of other parts of Canada. 
The leader of the opposition had com- 
plained that the roads were not carried 
out in a business-like way. He would 
like to know what the people in that 
gentleman's diaurict would say to his re- 
marks, that the men working on the 
roads did not do a day's work for a day's 
pay, and no doubt when that gentleman 
went back to his district he would have 
to answer that question. As to agricul- 
ture, the Icatier of the opposition had 
made the preposterous remark that the 
government should have interfered in 
the case between the ranchers and the 
C. P. R. The C. P. K. had complained 
that their road bed wag being damage<l 
by water from the farmers' land. The 
farmers won their case with costs. Yet 
here the leader of the opposition made 
the preposterous proposition that the 
government should have stepped in. 
Supposing there were two farmers who 
had quarrelled, which should the gov- 
ernment have helped? It was alto- 
getlier, indeed, a private matter, and the 
government had no right to interpose. 
As to the revision of the statutes, it 
had been found better to wait til! 
the Cliief Justice had linislied his work 
before the otlier commissioners were ap- 
pointed, and he (Mr. Fberts) could say 
that he had sent out copies of the re- 
vision of last year to memberaof the bar 
asking if they had any suggestions to 
make and had received no replies. He 
had therefore concluded that the work 
was well done, and he had looked it over 
himself and he could aay that from hia 
own experience. Jf the second volume 
was equally good the work of the Chief 
Justice was well done indeed. Fault had 
been found with Hon. Mr. Pooley by the 
opposition because be had appeared for 
the E. & N. in the precious' metals case. 
It was not a matter in which a govern- 
ment secret could be given out, and ho 
did not think that the President of the 
Council took an unbecoming position 
when ill his private capacity he had ap- 
peared in the courts in behalf of his cli- 
enta the H. & N. railway. Next Mr. 
Eberts read the insurance statute to 
allow that Mr. Graham was mistaken in 
his complaint on Tuesday. lion. Mr. 
Eberts pointed out from the atatutes, 
too, that the provincial constablea were 
under the government agents in the in- 
terior at the present time. He joined 
in expressions of loyalty to the 
Ciueen and sincerely regretted the 
deplorable famine in India. While aid- 
ing to relieve that distress he would 
point out that there was distress at home 
that must not be forgotten, and he hop- 
ed the house would see its way to pass a 
good substantial vote to those who sus- 
tained loaaea in the terrible <lisa8ter at 
Point lOllice on May 2(! laat. If such a 
bill were passed the city of Victoria 
ahould be entitled to join in a/lbrding 
that assiataiice. (AppUnse.) 

Mr. C. B. Sword criticiaed the govern- 
ment and could not admit that they had 
any policy. He went on to take up the 
case of the litigation between the raiicli- 
ers and the C.P.R., and said he could not 
accept the Attorney-General's view, that 
the case was the same as a dispute 
between two individuals. Referring to 
the statute revision Mr. Sword said that 
the Attorney-Gene^-al's explanation to 
him was not satisfactory, for he did not 
think it was a sufficiently definite answer 
to say that the Attorney-General had re- 
ceived no criticisms of the new statutes 
from the lawyer, for Mr. Sword thought 
that probably the lawyers had put the 
statutes aside without going through 
them. Ho did not tliink that the 
Croaiiieriea Act was sufliciently liberal 
to he of advantage and claimed, too, that 
the machinery of the Health Act was too 
cumbersome. Taking up the public ac- 
counts Mr. Sword said that the Finance 
Minister's estimates would liavo been 
very wide of the mark had it not been 
for the unusual development of the jiro- 
vince. Referring tovthe auhject of Air. 
Macpherson's attack on the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works, Mr. 
Sword said that the government had no 
right to sell sites for fishing stations and 
he hoped the promise would^ be given 
that such sales would not be carried out. 
Mr. Sword said that from what he had 
heard in the house of the railway policy 
he supposed that the government 
expected to get the Dominion gov- 
ernment to pay for the railways. 
He only hoped that the Dominion would, 
but he very much doubted it. Hf! com- 
plained that there was a decrease of ex- 
penditure on roads, streets and bridgss, 
and said the opposition had never want- 
ed the government to be ei;onomit'al in 
nppropiiatiuiis, but wanted less govern- 
uient. As _to the mo-tgago tax, Mr. 



Sword was of opinion that in taxing 
real estate the owner should be relieved 
from taxation up to the amttiint ,pf the 
mortgage. He favored the Torrelis sys- 
tem of land registration, and in refer- 
ence to private bill charters said he 
thought that a certain amount of secur- 
ity should be put up as a forfeit in case 
the charter was allowed to lapse^ He 
closed by advising that the pre-emptions 
east of the Cascades should be niade 
uniform with those on the coast. 

No one else wishing to speak the hell 
was rung and the vole passed, no names 
being called for. 

Mr. Cotton presented a petition from 
Geo. I. Wilson, Vancouver; R. T, Wil- 
liams, Victoria and .T. B. McKilligan, 
Victoria ; for a private bill to incorporate 
a company running ferries capable of 
carrying railway cars between Burrard 
Inlet or the Eraser river and Nanaimo. 
Mr. H. E. A. Robertson is the Bolii;itnr 
looking after the bill and v/ill appear 
before the private bills committee in its 
behalf. The petition was read and re- 
ceived as were the following:

Mitchell and others, for a bill to incor- 
porate "The Okanagan Water-Power 
Company."

The petition presented by Mr. Kellie 
from R. J. Beally and Cbas, T. Long, 
of Rosaland, was declared out of order 
as calling for the expenditure of public 
funds. The petition asked for more re- 
presentation for West Kootenay and the 
establieliinent of a land registry oflice. 
and a number of other things. 

Mr. Kellie moved, seconded by Mr. 
Hume, for a return showing the total 
amount and value of the output of the 
mines of Britisli Columbia to January 1, 
1897. Carried. 

Mr. Helmcken moved, seconded by 
Major Mutter, that itemized returns be 
sent down to this house of all expenses 
in connection with the floating of the 
loan authorized by the British Col- 
umbia loan act, 1895, said returns 
to include all coinmisaions paid to brok- 
ers, bankers and others, and the ex- 
penses, travelling and otherwise, of the 
Minister of Finance in connection with 
the floating of the said loan. Carried. 

Mr. Helmcken asked the Minister of 
Mines : " Is it the intention of the gov- 
ernment to bring down a bill at the 
present session to abolish the frea 
miner's tax, in so far as it relates to 
persons actually employed in or about 
mines and to persons having contracts 
lor the supply and delivery of goods to 
the miners? " 

Hon. Mr. Baker said ho had no objec- 
tion to answer the question, but to go 
into details would be to expose the 
jiolicy of the goverument, and that 
would be setting a bad precedent. 

Mr. Helmcken — Does the government 
intend to remit the tax. 

Hon. Mr. Baker— Yes, in accordance 
with the atatement made by the Presi- 
dent of the Council. 

Mr. Kellie asked the Attorney-Gen- 
eral : " What is causing the delay in 
the settlement of the Revelatoke town- 
site dispute, as arranged between t;he 
Provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments? " 

Hon. Mr. Eberts replied : "The prin- 
cipal cause of the delay in the settle- 
ment of the question of the disputed 
lands in the railway belt is that, out of 
ten original grantees or their successors 
in title, only five have responded to the 
request of this government to execute 
surrenders and releases. In the harwell 
town site out of lifty-seven owners either 
under conveyances or agreementa for 
sale, only four have as yet p'aced tliein- 
aelves in communication with the gov- 
ernment, although every posaible rneanH, 
by published advertisements and the 
iesue of circulars, have been taken to 
bring the matter to their notice. 
Of these four none have com- 
pletely established their claims. 
Another cause for delay has been the 
non-ieceipt of information and maps re- 
quested anj promised by the'Domuiion 
government to identify those lands dealt 
with by the Dominion prior to March 
29, 1895, (the date of the Dominion order- 
in-council), ilie guarantee of which from 
the provincial government do not come 
within the terms of the settlement. Tlie 
live surrenders already executed are de- 
layed in transmission pending the ap- 
proval of the .Minister of Justice, and dn 
asaurance from the Dominion govern- 
ment that the grants to be received in 
exchange will bo of the same liberal 
character as the original grants from the 
province." 

Mr. Helmcken asked the Attorney- 
General : " What action was taken with 
reference to giving ellect to. the griev- 
ances of the sealers, laid before the J'lx- 
ecutive by the special coinmitteo in the 
month of December last?" 

Hon. Mr. Eberts replied ; " The mat- 
ter has been considered by the executive 
and an order-in-council has been passed 
setting out the complaint of the sealers 
and drawing the attention of the Do- 
minion government to the harshness uf 
certain regulations and asking for their 
ofhces in placing the whole matter iio- 
fore the Imperial government, so that if 
possible the grievances complained of 
may be brought to the attention of the 
latter government and in the event of 
any changes being made in the regula- 
tions the grievances of the British seal- 
ers may be done away with." 
Mr. Helmcken asked the Attorney- 
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General : " Was any order in council 
passed pursuant to 69 Vic, ch. 13, sec. 
3? If not, is it the intention to pass any 
order in council? If so, when? " 

Hon. Mr. Eberts replied: "No gen- 
eral order commuting .the fees of all 
stipendiary magistrates in the province 
has been passed, but provision baa been 
made in the case of a recent appoint- 
ment. It is further intended to pass 
other orders from time to time aa the re- 
turns sent in afford sufficient informa- 
tion upon which to base a fair adjust- 
ment of salaries. The fact that the act 
was only recently declared constitution- 
al lias prevented the collection hitlierto 
of satisfactory information for 1 Ids pur- 
pose." 

Mr. Helmcken asked the pn)vineial 
secretary : " What action was taken by 
the government with reference to the 
resolution of this house passed on the 
'28t.h day of January, A. D., ISOO, dealing 
with the removal of the Indians from 
the Songhees Reserve? What action 
was taken by the Dominion government 
with respect thereto? What is present 
position of the question?" 

Hon. Col. Baker renlied — " The reso- 
lution referred to was duly transmitted 
to the secretary of state of Canada and 
(luring the visit of the provincial secre- 
tary to Ottawa the matter was diacussecl 
with that official and Mr, Reed of the 
Indian department and the action taken 
by the Federal government was set forth 
in the report of the privy council of 
April 1, 189G. As regards the i>resent 
position the government ia awaiting a 
reply to the niiiuilo of the executive 
council of June 1, lS9(j, made after the 
conaiduration of the aforesaid report of 
April 1, 189G." 

3Ir. Helmcken asked the Provincial 
Secretiiry, " What action was taken with 
reference to the two resolutions jiasaed 
on the 4tli day of February, 18'J(), and 
nth day of February, 189(j, respectively? 
What action was taken by the Dominion 
government with reference to the several 
resolutions?" 

Hon. Col. Baker replied: "The resolu- 
tion passed on Feb. 4 laat in regard to 
the placing of a revenue cutter in the 
Northern waters of the province and the 
resolution passed on the 11th Feb. fol- 
lowing, in reference to the necessity of 
placing in commission a vessel to render 
aid. in cases of shipwreck occurring in 
British Columbia waters, were forward- 
ed to the Secretary of State and acknowl- 
edged by him.. I also took the oppor- 
tunity when in Ottawa of bringing the 
subjects of the resolution to the attention 
of the Dominion government and re- 
ceived an assurance that the matters 
would be considered," 

Mr. Helmcken moved, seconded by 
Mr. Hull', for returns of all expenses 
charged against the government in con- 
nection with the recent trip of the 
Provincial Secretary to and from Ot- 
tawa, and all correspondence connected 
with the trip. Carried. 

Mr. Cotton moved tHe adjoiirnment of 
the house for the purpose of asking the 
government to take measures to con- 
serve the water powers of the province 
Members might, he said, have noticed 
the number of applications for water 
power. What he wanted to point out 
was that a number of these bills were 
now coming before the private bills com 
iiiittee, and it was desirable that tlie 
committee should get to work upon 
them. It was essential that the house 
should not recklessly give away these 
privileges and it was only fair to "the ap 
plicants^ that the government should 
take this .matter into consideration at 
once. 

Mr. Speaker held that until the order 
paper was exhausted the motion to ad 
journ could not be made except by leave 
of the house'. 

The Premier informed Mr. Cotton that 
the government was impressed ,with the 
importance of the matter be had brought 
up and it would have their careful con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Cotton thereupon withdrew his 
motion, and the house adjourned at 5 
o'clock Until Monday i^t 2 o'clock.

I think ho went to the other e.'ctreme when 
lie declared the ])ominion would never 
n>ake as ijood a gold record as any one of 
the principal Australian colonies. The 
great expectations for a large mineral pro- 
duction are centred on British Colum- 
bia. Considering that her " seas of 
mountains " include the Rocky luoun- 
t un fjold belt which to the south 
is yielding enormously in Montana and

prnducer, it is among the possibilities that 
British Columbia ma^- in the years to come 
make for herself a brdliant record. Whilst 
hoping tlrat this may lie so, it must be ail- 
nutted that during the past twenty years 
the annual gold yield of this province 
dwindled from resiiectability to insignific- 
ance, tjuite recently a change for tlie bet- 
ter has set in, many pronusing discoveries 
have been inadi\ and although as yet wo 
liave not a dividend ]iayinK gold mine large 
enough to compare with thebeslclsewhere, 
the prospects arc unquestionably good for 
something bigin the near future. 

Ill a recent issue you had a Toronto tele- 
gruiti headed " Dr. >Sel?.'yn'.s break," wliich 
contained the I'ollowing; "Practical men 
point to what lias been actually achieved 
both in N(jrlhwesl (Jntario and liritisb 
('iiluinl)ia as sullicient refutation of Dr. 
.Selwyn.'' To practical nuningmen sucli a 
telegram i.-< absurd, for nothing has been 
achieved in Northwest ( )nlario worth men- 
tioning. To link it with liritisli (.'olumbia, 
which since 18r)8 has produced goltl (d' the 
value oi lifty-five million ilullars, certain Ij' 
allows remarkable ignora.nce or assurance.

AKOTHEE OUTRAGE ON MISSION- 
ARIES. 

An American Mission Near Foochov; At- 
tacked But Not Damaged. 

According to Japanese c."rlianges re- 
ceived by the Bteainship Kmpresa of 
China, an attack was made by armed men 
on the Girls' school of tiie Aniericiin 
Methodist inis.don al Ngu Cheng in the 
Hok-cliiang district, about lifty miles 
goiitlieast of t'oocbow, on the third of 
last month. It was the last of a series of 
annoyances to which this school has been 
subjected ever since it was erect- 
ed, two years ago. The two lead- 
ing families or clans in the vil- 
lage are the Shih and the Ho, and 
they have been enemies for generations. 
The Ho people lived in the village proper 
and the Shihe lived a short distance to 
the north. Between them was an open 
sinice which was their lighting ground, 
and once a year at least they met lor 
battle. It was on this spot, two years 
ago, that the American IMetliodist girls' 
school was built, and the two clans, and 
especially that of Shih, liave tlireatened 
to destroy it. Some late attackn, how- 
ever, were insigniJiLunt, and no one was 
injured.

Clarke located the Seattle no less than 
ten years ago, but let the claim nm out 
and a year ago located it again. He was 
the lirst settler in that part of the pro- 
vince, and is now coulident that Kettle 
river is going to prove one of the greatest 
camps in the province.

They ar- 
rived on tho Rosalie yesterday morning 
and will gjieud the next few days at the 
IJriard, this being tho first visit Mrs.

lake. The intention is to build a rail 
way 140 miles from tho head waters of 
Taicu Inlet to Teslin lake, and while the 
road will bo e.tpensive to build, the pro 
moters think that besides giving means 
oi transportation, it will open up a min 
eral country where the quart/, ledges are 
very rich. 

Amongst the recent arrivals at the 
Driard is Mr. C B. Murray of Toronto, 
Eastern manager of the IJritish Cana- 
dian Gold Fields Co., who, together 
with Hon. George E. Foster, is visiting 
the company's ohices and i)ropertieH in 
the West. Mr. Murray reports that 
there is scarcely any abatement in the 
East in the practical interest taken in 
B. C. mines, and is confident that good 
properties of undoubted merit will com- 
mand almost unlimited capital for legi- 
timate development. He also visited 
the Rat Portage district on his way out, 
where his company is now securing valu- 
able interests. ISIr. Murray, with the 
Western manager of the company, will 
join Mr. Foster in Kootenay in a few 
days, when a thorough examination of 
the various mines in which the company 
is interested will be made so that a 
thorough idea of their operation may be 
given the large body of ISaatern share- 
holders.

LEGISLATURE OF ONTARIO. 

Speech From the Throne on the Occasion 
of Its Opeifing— Mr. Evanturcl 
Elected Speaker. 

ToiiONTO, Feb. 12. — The legislative as- 
sembly having elected as speaker Mr. 
Evanturel, the first i'rench member to 
fill that position, the session was formally 
opened by the reading of the following 
speech from the throne: 
Mr. Spenker and Genllcinni of lite 
Lffjinlative An^einhli/ : 

It is a subject of congratulation that 
since your last meeting llor Most Gra- 
cious Majesty has entered upon and is 
now approaching tho completion of the 
tiOth year of her illustrious reign. Our 
interest in the event is enhanced by tho 
consideration that her reign has been 
the longest, liajipiest and most progres- 
sive in the annals of the empire. An 
aildress to Her Majesty upon an event so 
gratifying to her loving subjects in this 
jirovince, expressing your loyally and 
attachment, will be submitted for your 
consideration. 

The first day of June next will bo the 
one hundredth anniversary of the meet- 
mg of the parliament of Upper Canada 
in the present capital of the province. 
During all the intervening years the 
province has steadily advanced in wealth 
and population, and her many institu- 
tions have been greatly enlarged and im- 
proved under tho beneficent inlUtence of 
that form of government which we so 
happily enjoy. 

Judgment was recently given by the 
Supreme Court of Canada in the case 
submitted between the government of 
Canada and the provinces for the deter- 
mination of their rights respectively in 
I public lislieries. It affords me much 
batiafaciion to be able to inform you that 
the rights of the provinces are much 
izreater than hitliertn recognized by 
the government of Canada, not only 
in the fisheries of her inland waters but 
also in those of the great lakes and 
rivers. 

You will be asked to appropriate a 
reasonable sum for the purpose of aiding 
in the colonization of new settlements in 
Algoma and the Rainy River, at Temis- 
camingue and Dryden, on Wabigoon 
lake. 

There has been no improvement in the 
condition of the lumber trade. The 
monetary stringency and business de- 
pression which prevailed in tho United 
States during tho year lS',h"), contrary to 
general expectation, continued during 
the present year. I am glad to bo able 
to state, however, that there is an in- 
creasing demand for our timber and 
lumber in tho English market. It is 
satisfact-ory to know that, notwithstand- 
ing the adverse condition of the lumber 
trade, the receipts from the woods and 
forests considerably exceeded the esti- 
mated revenue. The work of the in- 
structor in road-makmg, for whoso ap- 
p ointment provision was made last ses- 
sion, baa been vigorously pursued, and, 
1 am pleased to learn, has during the 
past year been received with a large 
measure of imblic approva!. 

I rejoice to i;now that the past year 
has been one of growing activity in min- 
ing affairs. Furnaces for smelting iron, 
nickel and copper ores, ancl mills for re- 
ducing and refining gold ores and for tho 
treatment of these minerals, have been 
steadily operated. Your consideration 
will be asked for a measure to set a))art 
certain wild lands of tho crown for the 
uses of the University of Toronto, the 
proceeds of which are to be applied to- 
wards making further provision for in- 
struction in mechanics, engineering, 
mineralogy and geology, and for the en- 
couragement of Bcientific investigations 
and discoveries in connection with the 
undeveloped mineral resources of this 
province. 

Andrew Pattulo moved, and John 
Auld seconded, tho address in reply to 
the speech from tho throne. The former 
devoted some attention to the subject of 
mines, and urged investors not to be 
caught by " wildcat " scheuies. 

In reply to a question Premier Hardy 
said dissolution was not at band, and the 
legislature wotild run its natural length.

THE CAPTURE OP BIDA. 

Srltish Officers Take Up Their Residence in 
the Palace of the Emperor. 

Lagos, British West Africa, Feb. 12. — 
Advices received here from Bida, Nupe 
territory, give further particulars o£ the 

capture of that place by the Royal Niger 
Company's expedition under command 
of Sir George Goldie. The news just 
received is dated January 29. It 
gays that the expedition slept 
two nights on the field of battle 
and that an immense number of deputa- 
tions from the Nupe towns came to ask 
for permanent protection against the 
Fulahs. At 8 a.m. on January 29 
tho column marched into the town and 
the British oUicers took up their resi- 
dence in the Emir's palace, which is 
described as being very large indeed. A 
lieutenant climbed up to the highest 
pinnacle of the palace and planted the 
British fiag upon it.
